One Man's Work. 


Due uight iu London 38 years ago a- 


youiig'i::etlical student named Baruardo 
was going home at an unusually lato 
hour. He found, two children no larger 
than babies asleep oa tho street. He 
thought they had been lost and gathered 
them in his arms and took them to his 
own rooms. I!o kept them the rest of 
tho night, fed thorn next •morning aud 
then started out to find their parents. 
Ho pictured those parents tearing their 
hair a.id running wildly to every police 
station iu tho gre.it city seeking their 
lost littlo oiics. But ho made careful 
search aud found no parents at all. Tho 
children had been simply abandoned, 
turned out ou the street and left, like 
unwelcome kittens, to starve, or find a 
home, as might happen. 


Dr. Baruardo took caro of the littlo 


ones. 
It set him to wondering how 


mauymoio such abandoned babies thero 
wore in London. lie went out on the 
streets other nights aud found more of 
them. Thoro wore so many that he cie- 
tormmed to found a home, for waifs, 
and ho began (o collect money for tho 
purpose. He took in mouey and babies 
at the samo time—moro babies than 
money at fifht. Bnt wealthy people be- 
came interested in his mission. That 
first year 28 yenrs ago ho received only 
01,100. Last year the sum was $700,000. 
There is much kindliness in the world, 
after all. 


Dr. Baniaido's assistants now patrol 


all London. Wherever tlicy find a de- 
i rated child they take it to tho homes, 
of which thoro are now a largo number. 
Tho children of drunken and criminal 
parents aro also adopted arid cared for. 
The little, ones aro educated and tangbt 
Uncles. When they ato 18 yeais old, 
this line Englishman sends them to 
Canada to grow up wilh the country. 
Dr. Barrtardo has rescued aud started 
into ,1 respectable and prosperous lifo 
2G, 000 children since tho night ho found 
two babies asleep on the street. Not all 
of them went to Canada, but many of 
them did. Dr. Baruardo has a farm in 
Canada on which tiio yonug people re- 
main till places have been found for 
them. Of tlio wholo number only 2 per 
cent havo lapsed from honesty and gone 
to tho bad. When this result is com- 
pared with what would havo boon the 
era tain one in case they had not boon 
rescued, tho iinmistakablo way to 10- 
form Hi" world v.ill become nlaiu.

A mighty Jmn-c, but not without a i>lnn. 
In all that area there was not a stalk 


less than 10 feet high and many over 
111, but for tho most part a single field 
would average 12 or 13 feet, and the 
tassels were just ac thuir loveliest. Tho 
wind blew softly from tho south, aud as 
the vast yellow sea v, avcd aud sparkled 
in tho morning sunshine tho spectator 
was thrilled with joy and felt that most 
sublime of all pjetry—the poetry which 
cannot bo utteied. 


But where is tho Wabnsli rivei? 


Well, it lias not vanished entirely, &s 
many smaller streams have done, but it 
has shrunk to n mere branch—can bo 
waded by a mere boy at almost any 
point 1101 th ot Tevj'e Haute. Tho people 
«iy that time has H"ver been a year 
when so small a rainfall was so well 
distributed iov tbo faimer, but this 
drought, following {ho great drought ef 
last year, ha^ diicd out the earth down 
to bedrock, Last winter's rain and snow 
weie not sufficient to thoroughly w(t 
tho earth, aud now tho rain goes straight 
down wherever it strikes, "This year's 
drought," pays an old observer, "cams 
just too lato to hurt tho corn, just early 
enough to save the wheat aud hay aud 
at exactly tho right time to leave a diy 
season for tho fruit aud mast. If a 
committee of grumbling farmers—and 
1 hey are the grnmblingcst people in tho 
world—had tho oidariug of it, they 
couldn't havo bettered it—that is, with 
no more rain to go ou." Just the same 
The iishmg runs are dry, aud the fish are 
dead. Tho swamps have burned over 
and killed the moccasin snakes, and the 
Wabash is shrunk to a rivulet. 


The Slivmilii-n Wabash. 


Fifty years ago tho Wabash was navi- 


gable for good sized steamers four 
months in the year and sometimes six. 
Early iu March largo Ohio river boats 
began to laud at Terre Haute, and a 
month later the trip to Lafayette was 
made with ease. The history of naviga- 
tion on this river is the history of civili- 
zation condensed. It was first tho canoe 
made by tho Indian of a seasoned log 
hollowed by fire, then the canoo more- 
gracefully shaped with the help of the 
white man's hatchet, then in rapid suc- 
cession the pirogue, keelboat, fiatboat, 
or "broadhorn," and finally tho steam- 
boat. 


It was in 1816 that the first steamer 


went down tho Ohio. Tho word hud 
gouo through tho settlements that it' 
was to come, and tho pioneers flocked 
from far and near and camped on tho 
river banks to seo the painted wonder 
moving without oar or sail. Soon after 
the first steamer landed at Torre Haute, 
but by 1835 a regular trado was estab- 
lished, and the whistles of the Plow- 
boy, 
Fidelity, Victory, Eopnblicau, 


Blue Wing aud many other noted boats 
grew familiar to tho valley farmers. Ono 
year 00 boats wont up to Lafayette and 
returned with big cargoes of com, 
wheat and whisky. Thatvvas the maxi- 
mum. Now it is only in rare seasons 
that a steamer ventures north of Terro 
Haute, and then the captain studies the 
clouds aud at eveiy landing posts him- 
'•elf on the state of tho inflowing 
streams. I havo breasted tho waves 
made by a stern wheeler 40 miles above 
Terro Haute- on tho first Saturday in 
July. This year a 10-year-old boy could 
wade the river at tho same point. Sic 
transit gloria JovisPluvii in occidento, 
deleta- sylva—or words to that offeot. 
Tho English of the locality has it thus: 
"Things ain't like they used to be when 
we «as boys." 


The gain, however, far outweighs the 


less. Foity years.ago all this country 
was as malarious as the Kongo basin (cli- 
mate aside), gnats, mosquitoes and green- 
head flics rose from tha mucky bottom 
by billions (an obsolete Hoosier numer- 
al), and for six or oijjht weeks in every 
summer the nights were as hot as tho 
days, and the days were often hot 
enough to melt the scalp off an Ala- 
bama negro. 
One-third of the adult 


population could not read and write in- 
telligently, and when the south wind 
blow softly after a rain the gnats wore 
so thick that, in local phrase, "you 
could write yournamo in 'cm." Now 
the percentage of illiteracy is lower 
than in Massachusetts, tho nights are 
delightfully cool in tho hottest weather, 
malaria is unknown, thp mosquito is 
described in scientific articles as au al- 
most extinct insect, and there aro thou- 
sands oi v oters who novor saw a case of 
ague, binto 1840 tho average duration 
of life h»s increased 12 years, and while 
tho population has moio than doubled 
crime lias deciouscd one-third, intem- 
perance- one-half and illiteracy 70 per

Tho latest move is an attempt to set- 


tle a "model colored colony" in Para- 
dise valley, llancopa county, A. T., 
about 14 miles north of Phenix, the 
capital of tiie territory. Only self sus- 
taining colored men are invited to be- 
come membeis. The plan is called the 
"Donglaiisvillo Colony and Farm Vil- 
lage, " and it embraces 2, CliO acres of 
land under tho canal system of tho 
Pennsylvania Irrigation company, di- 
vided in tracts of 20 acres each, with a 
village site of 40 acres located in tho 
center of tho plan. ' Each colonist will 
havo a residence lot in tho village ,'!G by 
200 feet, ou which ho is expected to 
crccb his residence, tarns, etc., thus 
01 eating at tho start a community of 
050 people, and no farm will be more 
thau one rnilo from town. The high al- 
titude, healthful climato and fertile soil 
of south central Arizona, coupled with 
(ho fact that statehood is yet to come to 
the territory, with all tho opportunities 
to eugago in industrial, commercial and 
political pursuits which a new country 
offers, are held out as inducements. The 
plan is receiving,the- hearty commenda- 
tion of the leading men of the race, who 
hail it as n practical solution of" a per- 
plexing race problem.

Fine Eccrentlon For Womoii Who Are 


Willing to Rbnjrh It.

' PACI.SMITH'S, N.7., Sept.6.—Adiron- 
dack camping for women ia not what it 
was eight or ten years ago. The woman 
camper in those days wore a regular 
camp costume, with short skirt of flan- 
nel and bodice to match; leggings of 
cloth or leather, strong low heeled shoes 
and felt hat.

Then there is tho delightful ease 
of the hummock and a book, or the Au- 
gust evening about tho roaring camp- 
fire, indoors upon the hearth or outdoors 
on a headland overlooking tho lake and 
its always wooded shores.

When TUB SEXTINEI, or the News, 


the Gazette or the Journal, the Mon- 
day Morning Times or the Weekly 
Dispatch publishes an article that in 
any way reflects upon the character of 
a citiz«n, responsibility can be located.

Sonatot Jones Causes Constellation—He 


Formally Severs 
Relations — Dobols 


Tells Why—Others Will Soon Follow. 
Threatened IJreakup In tha North- 
west. 


The action of Senator Jones of Nevada 


in formally leaving tho Republican 
party has created a sensation in political 
circles and Ftarterl speculation as to its 
effects oti the future -history of parties. 
If it were confined to Senator Jones 
alone it would not bo so significant, bnt 
accompanying facts indicate that it is 
but the first stop in a general move to 
take all the northwestern states out of 
the Republican party. This plan is nn- 
foldert by Senator Dnbois of Idaho iu an 
interview commenting on Senator Jones' 
action. Senator Jones himself assigns 
as Ins reason for leaving the .Republican 
p:u-ty the fact that he has despaired of 
ever getting from it any legislation in 
favor of silver. He says his old party is 
hopelessly wedded to the eastern money 
power 
and 
at 
its 
dictation 
has 


deckled on tho single gold standard 
as the permanent financial policy of this 
country it it should bo enthused with 
control. 
Bftoro leaving Washington 


last week, Senator Joues published an 


aborate address to his constituents 
'ttiug forth these views with the clear- 


lief,-! and boldness of statement for 


he is rein;u-kablo. 
Intellectually 


he is admitted to be tho ablest of tho Ee- 
pnblican senators and his loss will be 
deeply i'elt by the party. 


Mc!ins the Loss of Many States. 


Before lca\ ing for his homo in Idaho 


recently, Senator Dnbois was asked for 


views as to the effect on parties of 


Senator Joues' declaration of war. Mr. 
Dnbois replied iu the following sifoiifi- 
cant IttiiRuujn1- "Senator Jones is not 
to bo criticised for his action. 
His 


motives were honest. Nor cau it bo 


:iid that his step lacked wisdom. 
I 


know what his feelings are. Nor do we 
agree, in some matters. If wo did I 
should bo with him today in his depart- 
ure from tho Republican party. Sena- 
tor Jones liaf lost all hope of the emana- 
tion ot any good to silver from tho Re- 
publicans. 1 have not. If Iliad I would 
^o with Senator Jones. The only differ- 
ence between us is that he lost confi- 
dence sooner than I. For myself I shall 
?o to my state ami do my xitmost for 
Republican success in this campaign. 
We. havu a senator to olect and my en- 
ergies will be turned to electing a legis- 
lature which will send to the senate a 
free siher Republican. But the Repub- 
lican party generally should take notice 
by this action of Senator Jones. 
It 


:iieaiis much to the northwest and forc- 
shailows the coming action of myself, 
Teller, Wolcott, the whole host and herd 
of northwest Republicans unless there 
is a change. 


"Warning to Repnbllcana. 


"I am willing to say now—and those 


who take an interest may guide them- 
selves by it—that I will join Senator 
Jones between now and 1800 unless the 
Republican party declares for free silver 
—as absolutely free as gold. I mean 
free silver of. both gold and silver at a 
ratio of 10 to 1. There need be no doubt 
as to my statement. If the Republicans 
do not declare for tho free coinage of 
both gold and silver at a ratio of 10 to 1, 
I shall join Jones and Stewart with the 
Populists, and I know at least six sen- 
ators who have similar intentions, 
and it will cost the Republicans four 
states. It has cost them Nevada al- 
ready; it will cost them a quartet of 
commonwealths besides. And if they 
can stand it, why, we'll have to. Oil 
the. belief that the Republicans will de- 
clare for free silver, I fight in the cam- 
p:iigu now fairly on. If I am wrong, 
if no such silver declaration is made by 
the party, I shall leave it. The effect of 
Senator Jones' action is hard to measure 
iu advance. He is one of the strong fig- 
ures iu pnr party. Iii my own state, as, 
indeed, in all about him, including Cali- 
fornia, there is no man whoso example 
would havu a more profound effect. The 
Populist party of tho entire west is, 
stronger today by 25 per cent than the 
day before Senator Jones made this 
change." 


Deadener on the Old Party. 


The .significance of tho above is that 


it foreshadows a purely Republican loss. 
The states threatening rebellion are and 
always have been Republican states. 
It may bo said therefore that what is 
Republican loss is Democratic gain. 
Democratic supremacy in the nation, so 
far from being endangered, is aided by 
tho secession of the northwest to a third 
part as it weakens tho principal rival of 
Democracy. It moans tho loss of. that 
many votes in the electoral college to 
the Republicans and these votes are not 
necessary to elect a Democratic presi- 
dent. As to Senator Dnbois' expecta- 
tions of a Republican declaration for 
free silver, which he makes the contin- 
gency for his allegiance, ho might 
well consider himself out already, as 
there is not the slightest probability of 
such action. The Republican party is 
in the grip of the eastern money power 
and must do its-bicliliug or dissolve. The 
men who control it reside in tho cast 
and if compelled to choose between the 
north and western states and those 
which it holds cast of the Mississippi, 
the choice will soon be made. The em- 
barrassment of tho party is equal to that 
of the English king who was sternly 
told to choo«e between his duty and Ms 
head. While a declaration against free 
silver, it will reason, will lose it a few 
states, 'A declaration in favor thereof 
would lose, it many more. With a wild- 
cat in front antl a tiger iu tho rear, the 
huntsman is at a loss to know which 
way to run. Bnt with tho Republican: 
the terror iuspirerl by the silver kings 
will yield to the dread of the still moro 
powerful gold barons.

Tho inhabitants barricaded thorn- 
elves in vain against tho invisible ene- 
my, which glided treacherously through 


alf opened doors, locks and uiisuspect- 
d openings in roofs and walls. In 
jnerterac, a victim from the first day, 
othing could bo seen hut deserted 
;rects and houses closed from top to 
ottom. 
Those who fell in tho public 


qniircs had DO assistance, for pity was 
cad through feu. The civil anthori- 
ies were, disobeyed and despised as use- 
ess and paw orless, no regard being paid 
j the official notices that were placard- 
d ou the doors and walls. 


If fear was great and selfishness html 


n tho city, the country was even moro 
istracted and cruel. If a beggar show- 
d himself at tho door of some lonely 
armhouse, ho was received with stoues 
nd bullets. The dogs were set on him, 
ud he was maltreated. Perfectly ab- 
nrd stories were circulated among the 
otmtry people. They said that cholera 
was not so bad as it was reported to bo. 
lauy people who had seemingly died 
f cholera had really been poisoned by 
omo enemy, who had drugged tho 
vater or kneaded arsenic into the bread. 


In short, tho people in the valley were 
ternally in dread of some hostile ac- 
ion on tho part of "those rascals up 
ibovc,'' as they called tho mixed race. 
Jmt dwelt iu tho caves and recesses of 
tho mountains. 


Tho opportunity was a good one for 


heso mountaineers to plunder the flocks 
md property of those below, but "those 
ascals up above" never stirred from 
their holes.

We do so many things automatically

The 


passicn for the pipe is progressive, and 
of all forms of the opium habit it is 
tho most ineradicable, once it takes 
firm root. The morphine mania may 
be cured. Even the opium eater can 
be weaned from his blade pills. 
But 


the fiend of the pipe is its nlave. 


There are cases reported oi tho cure 


of opium smokers, but the patients, in 
no instance, havo been real, confirmed 
and long experienced fiends. The rare 
brands which have been snatched from 
the burning havo really only begun to 
smoke, and have not been infected by 
the fire which takes hold only to con- 
sume its victims. 


Like all forms of the opium habit, 


tho passion for the pipe grows with 
what it feeds upon. The smoker who 
commences 
with 
ono portion of 


"dope." such as the Chinese experts 
measure out to their customers as safe 
doses, soon requires two, three, four, 
half a dozen and more a day. The 
effect of one doso not only ceases to 
be pleasurable, but unless it is rein- 
forced it becomes nauseating, Tho 
taste which finds fifty grams amply 
sufficient for a first experiment grad- 
ually but swiftly comes to demand its 
diurnal allowance by the hundreds, 
and even then indulges in opium pills 
to fill up thfe Intervals between the 


pipes, it Is a long" time between 
smokes to the average devotee of 
"dope."

The 
wife was a pretty woman of the 
languid Creole type, and the peculiar 
pallor of his face .and the strange, 
listless, yet shifting, expression of his 
eyes were duplicated iu her.

Here they settled, with two Hindoo 
servants, a man and woman, whom 
they had brought with them from 
Guiana.

a serpent, at that, which held both 
firmly in its coils. The pair are Icon- 
firmed opium smokers and

their few intimates they make no con- 
cealment of the fact 
Apart from tha 


writer, who Is an occasional visitor, 
they have perhaps halt adozen others, 
in all cases men who have been en- 
gaged in business or have lived in 
India, China or Japan. 
They give 


choice little dinners, in the tropical 
style, the man-servant being an ad- 
mirable cook, and to dine among these 
languid guests, at a table presided 
over by a languid host and hostess, 
with the peculiar and inescapable odor 
oi burnt opium pervading an atmos- 
phere heavy -with the perfume from 
potted plants, is an experience akin 
to a banquet in the company of 
phantojps—a realization in the heart 
of New York of Tennyson's dream of 
Lotosland. 


The husband appears to have ac- 


quired the habit in China, and the 
wife to have acquired it from him. At 
any rate, they administer the rites of 
hospitality with due grace. They and 
their indurated guests turn to the 
"dope" as an appetizer for dinner, 
while the unregauerato scribe is per- 
mitted to stir up his palate with vul- 
gar vermouth or absinthe. 
They 


drink champagne, whose effervescence 
seems to render it the only wine cap- 
able of giving them a sensation, and 
while the writer tops off his curry 
and his barbecue with coffee and 
cognac they'make the pipe a termina- 
tion ol the feast 
If ever people 


dreamed their lives away these surely 
do, and it is a curious study to watch 
them and to calculate upon how long 
the dream will endure before it drifts 
into eternal oblivion. 


To them, burhlng the essence of 


the poppy on a divan each as Sard- 
anapalus might have reposed upon, 
it is a matter of indifference whether 
opium cost S3 a pound or $80. To 
others like them, and there are many 
such,the price paid for the indulgence 
brings DO care. But it means a great 
deal to the Bohemians who breakfast 
in French . restaurants, and whose 
tailors' bills must wait till the insati- 
able pipe is fed. 


There is a law to reach the mer- 


cenary caterers to this vice, and It is 
spasmodically applied. But the law 
which raids the itenement house in 
Chinatown and the opium flat in the 
Tenderloin district is powerless to 
reach into the private domains of the 
privileged votaries of the habit U 
you choose to get drunk in your own 
house It is your privilege, whether you 
imbibe your jag from a bottle or inhale 
H from a pipe.
